NO CAUSE FOR ALARM 


I 


N view of the publicity which has been given to Nevada 


by reason of the liberal gambling1 laws now in op- 


eration, considerable interest will attach to the forth- 
coming city election and the stand the next city council 
will take upon the question of unrestricted gambling. 


A rumor has beeri circulated that the sporting fra- 


ternity will take an active part in the municipal campaign 
In an endeavor to secure a mayor and council that will 
be inclined to deal leniently with the class which "tolls 
not neither does it spin." It is further alleged that com- 
pacts have already been made with certain officials who 
expect to have intimate dealings with the sporting men 
that nothing Inimical to the gambling element will be done 
in the event of their success. 


The Journal does not believe that any man who makes 


such promises will be in a position to "deliver the goods," 
and therefore discounts the rumor. 


There is a sufficient number of right-thinking people 


in Reno yet, who will see to it that Reno shall not be 
either a "wide-open town" or a Monte Carlo. Under the 
new charter the mayor and council is vested with a pow«r 
to control and license, which, rightly used wilt effectually 
suppress excessive liberties under the statutes. 


Again, it Is hardly probable that from the viewpoint 


of self interest, that the sporting fraternity would court 
competition in their peculiar line. In this, as in other 
avocations, competition must be met with costly furnish- 
ings and attractions to entice and amuse the devotees of 
the flckle goddess. It is only fair, then, to presume that 
those who now have a monopoly of the business will be 
content to hold what they have rather than advocate the 
removal of all restrictions. At least that would be the 
rational view of the situation. 


Reno is yet too small to permit of an extensive system 


of graft to flourish long undetected and it is certain that 
any official, to whom is entrusted the regulation of these 
places, will at all times be under close surveillance and 
any dereliction will meet with a promp demand for his 
dismissal. 


NEED OF REFORM IN POSTAL SERVICE 


C 


W. POST, manager of the Sentry Dox, Washington, 


• D. C.. a bureau which represents an organized 


movement to bring about postal reform in the United 
States, declares that the postoffice department of this 
country pays to the railroads for carrying the malls at 
least 134.000,000 a year more than the service is actually 
worth. It is because of the enormously excessive charges 
for the carriage of the mails that the people are obliged 
to pay very high rates for parcels and other postal matter, 
which are far In excesa of those collected abroad. It Is 
pointed out that representatives In congress of railroads 
and express interests block all legislation designed to give 
the people relief. 


When It Is Known that the railroads annually receive 


about $42.000.000 for carrying the mails, practically with- 
out risk to themselves, and charge the government rent for 
the use of postal cars, the extent of this postal graft may 
be realized. The roads get $7.90 per hundred pounds for 
carrying all kinds of mall matter, which is equivalent to 
7.9 cents per pound. Of course with this high cost of car- 
riage It Is impossible for the postofflce to make reasonably 
low rates on parcels, such as prevail In other countries. 
The regular postal rates are equivalent to $32 per 100 
pounds on letters. $16 on merchandise, $8 on books, and $1 
per 100 on newspapers. It is no wonder in view of the 
enormous cost of this rail transportation, on all but news- 
papers, that the postofflce department was run last year -it 
a loss of more than $8,500.000. 


A OEM OF PUREST RAY

UT of the mass of legislation, good, bad and indiffar-

According to the U. S. Internal Revenue collector there are 
now nearly 1200 retail licenses Issued in Nevada which 
will Insure a revenue of $60,000 to the state under the 
new law.
